9. leſt they provoke the Lord to drown them 
in a Red Seca of their own Blood. 

But ſince they are implacable, and reſolved 
to continue the Enemies of God, and ours 
ſtill; we mult as carneſtly call on the Lord for 
our own Safety,” and Help againſt chem, that 
he would be Gractiouſly Mleafed to grant, that 
their Pride may be; mortiftied, their Injuſtice 
chaſtiſed, and all their Deſigns and Machinati- 
ons have no better Succeſs againſt us, than their 
late ridiculous Threats in England, and coward- 
ly Trumphs before the Victory ; than their vain 
Glorious Pomp, and Childith Shews in France, 
and their vain Brags and Boaſts in Ireland ; that 
their Preparations maybe as vainly ſpent, and 
their Forces diſabled from hurting us;, ' that 
they, may be hem'd in with their own Entrench- 
ments, and that their Guns may cither recoile on 

| them- 
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themſelves, or not give Fire againſt us. AndGat.;1e: 
finally, That their Great Multitudes, and extra. 
. ordinary Strength, on which they bear them- 
ſelves ſo high, become no further uſeful, than 
ta Embelliſh our Trophies, and Enoble our 
Victory. 

But, ſecondly, It we would have our Prayers 
eftectual, we muſt not only call on the Lord to 
ſave us from our Enemies ; but we muſt alſo 
gratefully acknowledge him Wortby to be 
praiſed, for his Power and Mercy in delivering 
HS, 

Firſt Therefore, let us bleſs his Holy Name,tor 
looking upon us with an Eye of Pity and Com- 
paſſron in the Day of our Di$treſs, in ſtirring 
up the Hearts of the Kingdom, to call zn ſuch z 
David, as our King is, to be the Inſtrument of our 
Deliverance trom ſo many great Dangers that 
we were in; the danger not only of having 
our Throats cut, and the danger of loſing our 
Laws, Libertics, . Propertics, and other En- 
dearments; but the Danger of loſing our Re- 
ligion too, our Heaven-DireGor, the greateſt 
Endearment. of all : Yea, and the Danger of 
having our whole Land drowned again with 


the Floods of Popery and Superſtition. 
D Secondly, 
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Secondly , Let. us ,continue our Praiſe. and 


Thankfulneſs ſtill unto the Lord, ſor his Cor- 
tinuation of this Great Blc fling ſtill unto us ; for 


his Special Providence, in Dclivering Him from 
ſo many great Dangers as He has been 1n, 
both at Land and Sea; that He may be till the 
Inſtrument of our Deliverance. 

Thirdly, Let us double and treble our Praiſe 
and Thankfulneſs unto the Lord, for giving us 
{uch a David, as our KING «6, to be the 
Inſtrument of our Deliverance; a Man fo fit 
borh in Head and Heart, rightly Qualihed not 
only , with Wiſdom, but Animated too by a 
Good, Cauſe im. every Enterprize , with ſuch 
Courage. and Reſolution; that it is Obſervable, 
and Memorable too, That before he came to 
Lonzon, his, very Name ( as Scanderbeg's the 
Turks,) put,to flight the Arms ofthe Late King 
without any Blood-ſhed, , * wt 

And indeed what was true of David, was 
remarkable-in; him : God rcjected.Saul from be- 
hg King, becauſe he ſaw by his preſent Ty- 


pi Tay ranny, and Iifobedience in the Caſe of the, s 4- 


malekyes, that he. would prove but an ul Go- 
wernour of his Church ; . and in his room he choſe 
Dawid his Son-in-Jaw to be Ins Succeſſor, be- 
cauſe. he was a man after his own heart, who

When as David though he had Saul oftcn at 
his mercy, yet he would not touch fo much as 
an Hair of his Head, for all he fought ſo much 
ro Dilinherit him; his Heart (mote him, when 
he did but ct off the Skzrt of his Royal Robe; 
not becauſe he was his Father-in-law, bur be- 
caule he was the Lord's Anointed, 1 Sam. 24. 4. 
5,6. His Zeal againſt the Amalekgte, will (hew 
you what a fearful thing it 1s for a man to ſtretch 
forth his hand to deſtroy the Lord's Anointed, 
be he as great a Tyrant as King Saul, or as 
great an Idolater as Jeroboam, 2 Sam. 1. 14- 


But to proceed in the right qualifhcations of 
the Inſtrument of our Deliverance ; His Wil- 
dom hath ſufficiently dilplaicd it felt m all His 
Concerns, borh in the Order ot His Govern- 
ment, and in the Diſpolal and rizht Manage- 
ment of His Wars with the Enemy ; and His Va- 
Jour was no lels ſcen in their Proſecution : For

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as {oon as He and his Qneen had ſecured the 
Almighty for their Second, by appointing So- 
lemn Fa$t-Days to call on the Lord in the be- 
half of their Arms in Ireland, his Courage broke 


out like Lightning, and quickly e ot him the 


) ow Fortune of David, in killing h3s 7 EY r, and 
an 78: ters Fhouſands ; and like a Forrent, of driving all 
7 "2" the reſt before hun: Which his Souldiers and 


Commanders (though Valiant Men) were not 
able to do without him. 

But where He (in His own Royal Pcrion) 
came in among them, their Courage revived, 
and they ſoon mat the Great Multicudes of 
their Enemies but litrle handtuls ; and no mar- 
vel, for even an Army of Hares (they ſay) 
would be able to do great. matters, it they had 
but a Lion for their Leader : His coming into 


the Field was not fo much as a King, as an In- 


vincible Captain; He did not only. Command 
his Souldiers to attempt this or that, but Re 
laid, Come let us do it : He appeared the firſt to 
{wim Rivers, and to attempt any approach- 
ing Danger : He made another VVorthy , in 
{quandring and breaking through the chickeſ 
Troops of his Egemies, maugre all their Force 
and Ammunition; for the Lord of Ho$ts was 
ftill with him, who always watch'd over hins 


with 
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with a ſpecial Eye of Providence, the Bullets 
that ew abour his Ears, and skirmith'd him, he 
gavc a Commiltion not to hure him; He pur 
upon him” his 'own Armour, infuntely more-Im- 
| penctrable than rhe Armour: of Achilles, and 
vave hi a” Cuard too, infinitely more pow- 
erful than his own, a Guard of Ang rels to proteSFPſ. 347 
| him in all bis ways. 

Yea, God gave him ſuch Wildom and Va- 
lour, that his very Name at laft / as at firſt ) put 
co flight all che Forces of the French and Iri/} : 
Whereby God hath conterred upon him more 
Honour than all his Predeceflors had both lince 
and before William the Conqueronr. Oh! how 
plealant a thing it 1s; to commend: thole that are 
beyond Commendarion. 

He honoured God, and God honoured hin; 
he Fought tor God's Caule, his Intereſt and his 
Glory, the true Primitive, Proteſtant, Retorm- 
cd Religion, againſt Popery, that Monſtrous Birth 
of AntichriS}, and the IVhore of Babylon : . And 
cherefore ſay, the Lord of Hoſts went with hint, 
and at length gave him a Total Victory, and 
all Irelawd again. 


This I have mentioned, to'let yon fee, how 
| mnch you are obliged to Praiſe the Lord, tor 


giving

all our Deliverances ; not only to Repraile him 
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givingyou ſuch a Prince (as our Kirg 1s) to 
be the Inſtrument of your Deliverance. 


But Fourthly, We muſt not forget, that we 
are no le(s bound in Duty to praiſe the Lord tor 


for all our former Victories and Deliverances in 
Ireland, and betore; but alſo to return hin 
Thanks tor thole he hath given us lately, both 
at Land and Sea; leſt through Ingratitude we 
render our f{clves uncapable of receiving that 
Gracious Viftory and Deliverance , which we | 


now fo earneſtly call upon him for; for, Oz 
won et gratus datis, non eft dignus dandis; 
He that is not thankful for Benefits received, 
is not worthy to receive any more; 1s the 
Diate of common Reaſon it ſelf. Do but 
conſider how much the Iſraelites provoked | 
the Lord by their Unthankfulneſs; and you 
will quickly be convinced, That there is no 
Sin among all the Fruits of the Fleſh, fo 
odious as the Sin of Ingratitude : yea, In- 
gratum dicas, omnia dixeris; ſay, That a man | 
is Ungrateful , and you can ſay no worſe of 
bim; tor , Unthankfulneſs treads upon the 
Heels of Unholineſs; and, Without Holmes 
20 van mutt ever ſee the Lord : Heb.12.14.

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Can we expect that God ſhould 'Delivet 
us from our Spirrinal Enemies, and Crown 
us with Clory in Heaven, it we refuſe to 
acknowledge Him worthy to be praiſed tor 
Temporal Dchiverances * Or, can we think 
that God would ever have Delivered us, 
but that we ſhonld give him Thanks, and 
Praiſe hm? O no, his Glory is a thing fo 
peculiarly deſigned 1n all his Works, that 
he cannot part with it without making his 
Labour vain: If therefore we do not give 
him his due of Praiſe here, he muſt have it 
of us by conſtraint in E3, rlaſtins Barn- 


gs. 


O therdfore if we love our Ezerla$ting 
Peace, as well as our Temporal, let us not 
be ſlack to do it; and it Temporal Adwvan- 
tages are the beſt incentives to Spiritual Per- 
formances, this conſideration alone is enough 
to move us to it; to wit, That the Praiſe

of God is a thing ( faith the Pſalmist ) both Pſa.147

Firſt then, Let -us inſpect him inthe Book 
of Creation, for there we may find ( even 
i the meancſt Creatures) his Power and 
Goodneis wrote in {uch Viſible Characters, 
that the blindeſt Atheiſt thar is, may run 
and read his Praile in them. 


Secondly, Let us learn Holineſs out of his 
Written Word, and labour to perfect it in 
his fear , for that 1s the way tO praiſe and 


glorifie him. The Lord 1s Gloriows in Holi- 


neſs, fearful in Praiſes, doing Wonders, F.xod. 
16. ti. The Lord our God 3s holy, and we 
ought-ro be holy roo, as he is Holy ; that he 
may Jnhabit the Praiſes of England, as he did 
the Praiſes of Iſrael. Thoſe Glorifie God, 
who out of a Holy Fear of him, order their 
Converſation ſo, as 'it becometh the Goſpel of

Fob.r 5.8 from the Tree of Holineſs: And Righteouſneſs

part of a Righteous man (as ſoon as by '*© 
his fervent Prayers he bath prevailed againſt 
the Enemy) to Rejoyce i the Lord, and with ?/:31.1. 
Uprightneſs of Heart to praiſe and glorifie hin. 4g hong 

This allo is a Copious Subject ; Holineſs 1s 
as manifold as all the Laws of God. Among 
which, I ſhall therefore now only Exhort you 
to the great Duty of Love and Charity. 

Firſt, Becaule it 1s ſo Comprehenſive, that 
it fulfils all the Law at once. -__ 3: 

Secondly, Becauſe it may be called Righte- .,, 
ouſneſs it ſelf ; there being no greater Act of In+ 14. 
juſtice, than to withhold Good from them to, 
whom tt is due, when it is in the power of thine, 
hand to do it, Prov. 3. 27.

Thirdly, Becauſe it is a Cement to faſten 
Men together , and make them as a Wall a- 
gains$t their Enennes: 


--And,”Laftly, Becauſe it confers ſo many Blef- 
ſings upon them that perform it: Bleſſed 55 be 


that conſidereth the Poor, the Weak, or the Sick, 
F the 
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the Lord ſhall. deliver himt-in time of trouble ;, 
the Lord will preſerve him and keep him alive, 
and he ſhall be bleſſed upon the Earth. Yea, 
2 4a; and that which is the greateſt Favour of all, 
mori; he will not deliver him-unto the mercile(s will 
--, of his Enemies, to be uſed by them as they 
i. pleaſe; a Torment worſe than Death it ſelf, 
Plalm 41. 1, 2. 


In a word therefore; Let us joyn altoge- 
ther, and call on the Lord ( who is worthy to 
be praiſed ) with united Hearts and Voices ; 
be as 1mportunate with him in our Prayers, 


as Facob was when he Wreſtled with his Angel, 


Gen 32, newer letting him go, till be bath fawed us from 
844. 


onr Enemies : That we may have as joyful an 
Occaſion ro Praiſe him in a Solemn Thank 
giving, as now we have a Sad one, to call on 
him in a Solemn Faſt and Humiliation.
